The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior art, Krikorian 
(US 4,541,417), fails to disclose an electrotherapy apparatus comprising a means of determining 
whether a value corresponding to the time between successive pairs of signal peaks exceeds a 
preceding value, or a preceding value averaged over a plurality of heart beats by more than a

defined amount and also fails to disclose a means of measuring the time between successive 
signal peaks and comparing these to technical and/or practical limits set individually for each 
patient.
